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A View From This Chair 


Upon election of the chairperson of SCOP I received both congratulations and 
condolences from a variety of people as is often the case in situations where an advisory 
body has a responsibility to influence the outcome of competing interests. SCOP has 
a heritage of both affirmation and animosity from those who view our work. It is 
my intent to regularly use this portion of the newsletter to “editorialize” about the 
direction of the committee. It is my hope that this will serve to keep you advised of 
“the view from this chair” and will encourage you to let me know what you think 
about the work and the direction of the committee. 


SCOP has been enjoying immensely the enhanced, administrative leadership and 
support from the Division of Professional Registration since the spring of 1987. The 
political and administrative skills and knowledge of both Gregg Hartley, division director 
and Charlotte King, executive director for the State Committee have augmented the 
always faithful, diligent and efficient work of Sue Wilson, our administrative assistant, 
and Jerry Van Hamme, our attorney. This leadership has resulted in much higher levels 
of productivity. Specifically, the department has filed for consideration by the General 
Assembly a revision of the psychology practice act. This “housekeeping” clean-up of 
chapter 337 has a number of revisions that will strengthen the ability of SCOP to 
discharge its responsibilities. While Senate Bill 793 did not pass this last legislative 
session, it will be refiled in the next session. Also the staff has researched and drafted 
ten new revised rules and regulations for our consideration (published in Volume 5, 
Number 2 of the June SCOP newsletter) in addition to the five that were successfully 
promulgated in August 1987. They are researching proposed rules of conduct to 
supplement the ethical standards. Additionally, we have now vastly improved investigative 
and financial support. 


As is reflected by the enclosed survey issued by the MoPA Task Force on Therapist 
Sexual Misconduct, we are enjoying a new issue-oriented working relationship with 
MoPA in a variety of areas. These include task forces on licensure, sexual misconduct 
and impaired psychologists. On all of these issues it is important to keep in the forefront 
the protection of the public and the enhancement of the safe and beneficial practice 
of psychology. 


I am puzzled by the rather wide-spread resistance from licensees to SCOP’s interest 
in introducing an oral examination as part of the licensing procedures. Over fifty percent 
of the licensing jurisdictions in North America require oral examinations. Our doing 
so would help a great deal in closing the window on false positives that slip through 
the written examination. Consumer care is threatened by false positives and the profession 
is often embarrassed. 


Let me hear from you on these and other issues.

Committee Reviews Policies 


Representatives of CCP and MoPA met with the committee at the November 1987 meeting to discuss issues surrounding 
recognition of subsequently-earned doctoral degrees. As a result of that meeting, the state committee appointed a 
subcommittee which included Gregg Hartley, director. Division of Professional Registration; Jerry Van Hamme, assistant 
attorney general: and Rose Boyarsky, Ph.D., committee member. The subcommittee was assigned the responsibility 
to study these issues and to propose draft regulations pertaining to recognition of degrees. After careful study, the 
subcommittee presented its report and two (2) proposals at the February 1988 meeting. The state committee determined 
not to act on either proposal at that time. 


In the March 1988 meeting. staff presented a report on the recognition of doctoral degrees earned subsequent 
to licensure. Several conclusions and recommendations were included in that report including the following: 


CONCLUSIONS: 


1. The committee established a doctoral recognition policy partially in response to their concern that the public could 
be misled by an individual using a doctoral degree under which that individual was not licensed as 4 psychologist. 


2. The recognition process advises licensees that subsequently-earned doctoral degrees were or were not acceptable 
to avoid any future discipline in reference to their use of that degree.

The committee received pressure from psychologists licensed with a masters degree to grant recognition of a 
subsequently-earned doctoral degree because certain insurance companies refused to pay third-party reimbursements 
unless such recognition had been granted. 


4. The policy resolving these issues in combination has raised continuing questions. 
RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1. Subsequently-earned doctoral degrees no longer be “recognized” by the committee. 
2. Degree designations no longer be listed on wall-hanging licenses. 

3. Degree designations no longer be listed in the directory of licensed psychologists. 


4, Each licensee should be responsible for utilizing only relevant degrees in conjunction with that licensee's practice 
as a licensed psychologist in the state of Missouri. 


5. In regard to the appropriate use of degrees earned subsequent to licensure in relation to the practice of psychology 
in Missouri. the issue should be considered by the committee as it poses a threat to the public as being fraudulent 
or misleading. The committee's response to such a threat should be guided by the ethical regulation, “when announcing 
or advertising professional services, psychologists may list the following information to describe the provider and 
services providing: name, highest relevant academic degree earned from a regionally accredited institution, ...”. 
The statute does not prohibit a licensee from displaying a diploma listing his highest relevant degree or to use 


that in advertising or other communications with the public. 


At the June meeting in Springfield, with representatives of both MoPA and CCP present, the committee and staff 
engaged in substantial discussions involving these recommendations. The state committee adopted a motion that, 
“subsequently-earned degrees no longer be ‘recognized’ by the committee.” They also adopted a motion that, “the 
state committee recommend the department continue to list degree designation on wall-hanging licenses.” While no 
specific motion was raised, the committee concurred that recommendations four and five are required by the current 
regulations. 


At the July meeting, the division announced further policy changes to resolve the outstanding issues. Effective 
October 1. 1988. wall-hanging licenses will be issued without degree designations. Additionally, a new format will 
be developed for the directory of licensed psychologists which contains only that information most pertinent to determining 
licensure. Most likely, that will include name, address. date of licensure and license number.

The State Committee of Psychologists’ Subcommittee on Sexual Misconduct has been actively working on identifying 
tasks Lo be accomplished as they consider the ramifications of relationships between therapists and clients. In addition 
to publishing the check list from the Pope and Bouhoutsos book entitled. “Sexual Intimacy Between Therapists and 
Patients” another task has been to consult with the MoPA Task Force on Therapist Sexual Misconduct in their 
development of the enclosed survey in addition to providing financial assistance with its distribution. The State Committee 
encourages your participation in completing and returning this survey to Dr. Jayne E. Stake, UMSL Department 
of Psychology.

Sexual Intimacy Between Therapists and Patients 
The following checklist may be of value in evaluating our vulnerabilities with patients: 


Despite the many limitations of checklists. these items are offered to assist in self-evaluation. Examining this list 
from time to Ume - especially during periods of great stress or “burnout” - can help ensure that we handle appropriately 
any “risk factors” associated with therapist-patient sexual intimacy. If we do seem to be in a situation involving 
increased risk, awareness can be a crucial first step toward prevention. Reviewing the following issues may be helpful 
in evaluating our own vulnerabilities. 


1, Becoming preoccupied with personal problems and devoting large portions of therapy session to discussing these 
problems with a patient. 7 


2. Playing “know it all” with a patient: providing authoritative answers to all the patient’s questions and becoming 
angry when challenged or caught in an error. 


3. Telling the patient to engage in certain kinds of sexual behaviors, so that you can derive vicarious enjoyment 
and feel a sense of control over someone else's sexuality. 


Instructing a patient to refrain from sexual relations or to discontinue certain relationships, based on your jealousy. 
Dressing or talking in a seductive manner. 
Telling a patient to dress or talk in a seductive manner. 


Meeting your patient for drinks. dinner, or a “date.”

Scheduling your patient's session (at night, as the last patient of the day, and so on) on the basis of your sexual 
attraction rather than on the basis of the patient's clinical needs. 


9. Discussing sexual issues and material with the patient on the basis of your sexual interests rather than on the 
basis of the patient’s clinical needs. 


10. Finding yourself sexually attracted to or aroused by the patient without examining this response in light of the 
treatment dynamics and the appropriate handling of this response. 


Hl. Isolating the patient (for example, not referring to a physician for screening medica! problems, to a psychologist 
for psychological and neuropsychological testing, to a colleague for adjunctive treatment or a “second opinion”) 
so that you become the patient's only tifeline and so that any improper activity between you and the patient 
will more likely go undetected by others. 


12. Isolating yourself (not seeking out customary consultation, supervision, support and so on, from colleagues regarding 
your work with a particular patient).!
